Tho fora ex Ministor of Foreign Affairs and Savoy, Folihas 
Ci elans, has Just publishod tho aooond voluma of his memoirs, in 
whioh ho discloses or Puerto sorao facts of extreme importanoo in 
tho history of Latvia, whioh had never boon publishod boforo. 

In 1937* when F. Ciolono was a member of tho leftist 
govomaont of M. Skujonieks, ho did not trust our otato security 
agencies, especially the rolitioal Administration whioh was headed 
by Osolins, a member of tho Democratic Center, With tho agreement 
of H« Skujonieks, Cioleno thoroforo established ?, a new epooial 
political intelligence ors?m M which was “under the Ninioter of 
Foreign Affairs." In addition to rrooidont ofcujoniohs, tliio was 
lenenm only to the Social Democrats, Miniotor of Finance Baotjonio 
and State Controllor Ivanovs, both of whom assigned tho funds and 
received accounting reports. 

Tho third party member, F. Cieleno, used this money to pay 
tho calories of oomo young aon, who hod tho job of shadowing 
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politicians of the ri w ht vine, espooiidly K. Bore* and K* Ulmania . 
as veil as Gen oral Kadsino. Among foreign representatives , 

P. Clelons had the Lithuanian Le ction under 3urvoillanoo (at that 
time tho authoritarian government of A. Voldemar ns woo in power 
in Lithuania), as veil as British diplomats, ©specially tho ohiof 
of tho intelligence section. KcThorr.on. P. Ciolono doco not say 
whether ho had r*ny of tho ropronontntivou of tho .loviot Union 
voider 3 urvoill:moo. However, immediately after taking ovt ^, hio • 
offioinl dutioo, he arranged a rabbit hunt ;•% tho farmstead of his 
mother-in-law in Hilcni. for the Polish Ambassador Lukaoovico and 
tho Soviet Ambassador Aralov, who was accompanied by somo Chokist. 

?. Ciolcno appointed Sr Lt Sergejs Staprana as tho ohiof of 
his secret intolligenoo organ? the latter was the brother of a 
well-known physician, also a party member. Cielene nays the 
following about #• Stapronss "lie was very woll suited for this 
position, being a convinced Democrat. alert, quick, hard-working, 
and honest. Staprana also recruited oorao valuable informers, 
who wero omployod in iasoiot organisations M 

However, 3. Stciprano* "rooord" doeu not justify tho 
flattering comments made about him by Ciolons. At somo timo in 
the past he had" kidnapped" Andriovo Hiodra, who hod titon become 
Prime Minister. Staprana had reportod on this to the deposed 
K. Ulmonis, who had admonished him;" Just don’t drown him, don't 
dr&wn him. " Staprana took Hiodra in a small boat to northern 
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Latvia; hovovor, while upending tho night ashore, IJiodra cooapod 
f*om hi# '•abduotor. 1 ' lie out off hiu beard which ho buried under tho 
roots of a troo, ;uid returned to hia job in Liopaja. 

On mother occasion, :*tai>rono aroused oomo talk whou ho slappod 
tho faco of -\rvods Borgo in tho hall of tho Siga City Council beoause 
Bergs had made oomo ot itement ho did not liko. At that timo tho 
sohool director !• Dsonio also precised to slap liergo for oomo other 
rooeon. 

The rootless nature of 5. tttnpr:inu later took him to Argentina, 
where ho iniblished a nounpnpor K1 Itano on .•.Tgontlno (The Huooian in 
Argentina), with u loftiot nlant. V. Ciclona writoo in liio book: 

"Bore I would liko to rttblioh oomo information which was 
given to mo by ay secret observers regarding tho intimato personal 
life of Earlis Ulnanio. It woo an open sccrot in Riga that Ulmanls 
was a homosexual, avoided women , but met with young men. The 
reports I received from Staprana frequently contained tho comment: 
"Last night tho favorite of Ula.tnis, Vilhelms, again spent tho night 
with him.” Of course, it wao not possible to know what Ulmanls and 
Vilhelms actually did during tho night, whothor thoy played cards, 
or domino, or some otbar nice games. However, those observations 
supported tho rumors that Ulmanls was a homoooxual- I would not 
have said anything here about this matter, if it had norely con- 
cerned tho intimate poroonal lifo of Uloanis. 

Personally, I nm of tho opinion that homosexuality is a 
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special sickness nd that no one should bo cub joot to juridical or 
moral persecution because jf it, with the exception of or loco njainat 
minors . IIo i rover, if I wake a public statement here about the homo- 

sexuality of Karlio Ulciajiic* I am doiuc so for important political

The quostion ban arisen t-M to whether tho former Minister of 
Foreign Affairo has not been too hasty in hie assertions recording 
the other former Minister of Foreign Affairo and tho Pros id on t. 

It is true, K. mnnnio wan not known an a women's nan, but perhaps 
politioo and i^ublio life occupied him oo coavtotuly that thoro wan 
no room for any of tho forms of lovo mentioned by F. Giolonc. For 
example, the well -Ion own SwodisH professor of modi cine at tho Latvian 
University, Gaston Bachman, used to say: "Soicnoe is my wife,” but 
that did not males anyone suspect him of homosexuality. It is true 
that K. Ulmanio vrao often coon in the ooapony of V. Hunters , but 
"Tumoro M arc not tho u.*cn<> on ;in "opon cocrct" which twin to be 
oonffrmod by evidonoo.

M 3von 
vhen ibnmo Vnlniro ;:*m d bln- 1v: .:hh>»»>u*iil,v y»:poa toil that UlHwmis 
uno a ceir; Inci-d Ik r.ocrtil, who would not violate* tbo Constitution. 
Menders considered lin o Jel&ino, leader of the moderate wine of tho 
Feasants 1 Union, to bo ruch rjoro dangerous. Finally, on tho day 
of tho overthrow, Menders vaa told that tho "Aicsar^l" /"national 
Guards/? tho rural regions voro a)<proaohiiY; Riga.
